Claims 2, 9 and 16 have been canceled. 

Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 0-1 5 and 1 7-36 are presented for examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as claimed, claims 1, 17, 18, 22, 25, 28, 33, 35, and 36 specially 
include a limitation based upon cooperate a URL of a web page loaded on a web 
browser in a INVITE request and send the INVITE request to a remote computer using 
session initiation protocol (SIP) during a real-time communication session (as defined in 
the specification, see page 1 1 line 9 to page 12 line 28). While systems and methods for 
synchronizing of web browsers are firmly documented in the cited prior art, the 
incorporate a URL of a web page loaded on a web browser in a INVITE request and 
send the INVITE request to a remote computer using SIP during a real-time 
communication session for web browser synchronization limitation is novel and the 
invention is patentable.
